What we think of as normal times may as yet be a long" way 


off, but here and there straws point to an early return of that 
civic and community pride, which gave so much promise for 
American town life before the war.

Presently a 
property owner improves his place, out of pride, or business

Milk Consumption 


Consumption of milk is increasing at a rapid rate. The De- 


partment of Agriculture reports that the average consump- 
tion has increased from So gallons per person in 1922 to 53 
gallons per person ,in 1923. The. "average daily consumption 
is 1.6 pints per person. 


The report is interesting in that it indicates that farming 


people are the largest milk consumers in spite of the fact 
that the bulk of milk output is shipped to the cities. Yet even 
the consumption in .the latter districts shows a decided in- 
crease. 


A nation which consumes a large amount of milk is apt to 


be a healthy nation, for milk contains all the elements es- 
sential to health. At the rate of consumption, America should
